The rescued ones are J. Berry, inspector 
of the Compagnie Generale Transatiantique 
Dr. Mair, the ship’s surgeon; Stauts, the 
assistant engineer, and a San Domingan 
named Tagado. 

They are now on board the Normandie 
and the Villa de Brist, a sister ship of the 
ill-fated vessel, with the exception of Cap- 
tain Berry, who is still fl] from the effect 
of the horrible experierice, and who is con- 
fined to his room at the Hotel Martin. 

From the survivors the story of the cat- 
astrophe has been gathered. 

Telling of how the wreck occurred, the 
survivors say that the steamer sailed from 
this port, bound for Port au Prince, Hayti, 
at noon on March 6th. That was on Sat- 
urday. 

Sunday came, with the wind blowing 
stormily from the southwest. The ship 
began to plunge heavily in the seas, waves 
burst over the deck in torrents and early 
on Sunday night the flood invaded the fire 
room and clouds of hissing steam that 
arose from the hatches told that the fires 
had been drowned. 

An attempt was made to heave the ship 
to, but water was bursting over the deck In 
such torrents and pouring down the hatch- 
Ways so fast that Captain Jacqueneau, see- 
ing that his vessel was on the point of 
foundering, thought only of saving the 


crew by means of the boats. 
The steamship was almost wholly unpro- 


‘ vided with bulkheads, having only one of 


these safeguards against such disasters, 
whereas a modern, vessel of her type and 
size would have had at least half a dosen. 

But she did not have them and as a result 
was soon unghie to lift her decks to the 
rushing masses of waters. Such passen- 
gers as had been below before the fires 
were drowned came hurriedly on deck and 
clung there mindless of the drenching 
storms of spray that came flying over the 
ship. 

The night, the survivors say, was as black 
as pitch. They could make out the dark 
figure of the seamen struggling to get the 
boats overboard and heard the crashes as 
boat after boat was dashed into splinters 
against the side. 

Some survived the waves, however, and 
none too early was the ship abandoned, for 
those who reached here think that she

New York, March -18.—Police Commis- 
stoner A. D. Parker was yesterday reliev- 
ed from his office by Mayor Strong. The 
mayor gave out his order of removal at 6 
o’clock last night, together with a copy of 
the letter which he sent to Governor Black, 
announcing the removal and giving his 
reasons for it. 

Mayor Strong removed Com loner 
Parker on the charge of neglect of duty. 
The hearing upon the charges began in the 
mayor’s office on June lith. The mayor 
has withheld his decision ever since, and 
at one t'me Mr. Parker talked of bringing 
mandamus proceedings. 

Since the announcement of Mr. Lauter- 
bach's plans for the passage of police bill 
to remove from office the entire present 
board, many of the mayor’s friends have 
urged him to remove Mr. Parker, and 
thereby place the responsibility in the 
matter upon Governor Black, 

The contention which culminated by the 
removal of Commissioner Parker is really 
one that has long been prevailing between 


the head of the police board, President 


Roosevelt, and the man who has just been 
released from office. 

The charge of neglect of duty was more 
of a subterfuge than anything else. He 
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was in the habit of preventing the legis- 


lation of the board by staying away from 
its meetings and preventing a quorum from 
being present. Few ever believed it was 
a want of interest that really kept him 
away. . 

Roosevelt, too, hud a set of men to ap- 
point to higher positions on the police force 
and Parker had his The result was gen- 
erally the appointment of the president’s 
men. 

Altogether Parker was generally worst- 


ed and this last blow may be “onsidered a

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A German Countess Dies in Atlanta 
and Leaves Some Queer 


HEARSE WITH WHITE HORSES 


A Remarkable Woman Whose Life 
History Was a Wonderfal Story 
of Disappointments, 


ARHANGES HER OWN FUNERAL 


Countess Mini Von Jewitska Zeldika 
Dies Among Straugers at the Grady 
Hospital—She Wan a Woman of | 
Royal Bleod—The Story of Her Life. 
The Stgange Arrangements for the 
Funeral. 1 


This morning there was lying shrouded 
for the grave the remains of an aged Ger- 
man countess. * 

By her request the undertaker, Mr. Barc- 
lay pierced her ehart to prevent the possi- 
bility of her being buried alive. 

Also by her request she was clad in white 
satin robe, a ruffled underskirt, which she 
had made, and white stockings. 

Following the same instructions left be- 
fore her death, they will take her to the 
cemetery in a hearse drawn by four white 
horses, according to an old German cus- 
tom, and she will be buried same time after 
4 o'clock and in a lot which contains but a 
single grave. 

Her full name is Countess Mini von Jew- 
itzke Zeldika. 

The German countess has been Ul at the 
Grady hospital since March 138th and she 
died last night about 11 o’clock. 

She had lived in Atlanta for several years, 
but few knew that a lady of royalty re- 
sided in their midst, so quiet and unassum-~ 
ing was she tn her manner of living. Her 
home was at No. 40 Irwin street. She had 
spent her last years among strangers and 
she breathed her last surrounded by a few 
phyicians and her attorney, Judge E. C. 
Kontz, who looked after her affairs during 
her life. 

She was probably about eighty years of 
age. Her life had a peculiar history. She 
was born in St. Petersburg, Russia, of ti- 
tled and wealthy.German parents. In her 
younger days she was surrounded by all 
that wealth and refinement could find to 
make fe a heyday of sunshine and hap- 
piness. She loved and married. When her 
parents died her husband obtained control 
of her fortune and began to waste it by dis- 
sipation and extravagance. With him and 
her six children she crossed the ocean and 
came to New York city with the hope that 
a change would make a better man of him. 
But he became worse, and, so it is said, 
committed wuicide:: Then all the ohildred 
died with the exception of one son. Her 
heart, scourged by sorrow and affliction, 
turned with a full last hope on that one 
boy . He became a musician of ‘some note. 
Finally he fell in love with a young Ger- 
man girl, far inferior to him in social caste, 
and the mother objected. She possibly 
» hated to give up her boy to any woman, but 
to one beneath her socially was too cruel 
a blow. 

The son in anger ran away and she saw 
him no more. After waiting several years 
for his return she began a search which 
proved fruitless. She came to Atlanta and, 
broken in health and fortune, she calmly 
awaited the final end of all things earthly, 
which came last night.

Not Enough Earnestness, Lack ot 
Faith, Iniquity, Robbing God, 
Not Through Christ. 


TWO THOUSAND PEOPLE HEAR HIM 


The Sermon Was Impressive and Hun- 
dreds Were Moved to Tears—He 
Tells His Experience and Many 
Stories That Showed Where Faith 
Was Successful—Stewart This After- 
noon—Jones Tonight. 


Dr. Fife, known as the drummer evange- 
list, proved a drawing card at the taber- 
nacle this morning. Fully 2.000 people 
gathered to hear his earnest talk. 

While Dr. Fife came as a stranger to 
the congregation, the immense crowd waé 
more than eager to shake his hand after 
the services and to thank him for his

Dr. Fife said: 

“Now, dear friends, it is in great fear 
and trepidation that I appear to peak in 
behalf of Christ today. I am His ambassa- 
dor and want your prayers that I may 
not fall in my efforts. 

“Let us pray and ask God to give us 
strength to do our duty, We are but ter- 
vants of God and we nebd His aid.” 

Dr. Fite's earnest prayer brought tears 
to the eyes of many in the congregation.

“Friends, I am going to talk to you on 
the subject of why our prayere are un- 
heard.

“We lack earnestness. This is another 
reason that we must pay attention to.

Atlanta Public Library 
As a Popular Educator. 


The public library movement is taking 
a hold upon popular favor that must re- 
sult in vast benefit to the masses in years 
to come. It is the greatest factor in pop- 
ular education of all our public institu- 
tions. 

Such is the hold that it has taken upon 
the people of the north that many states 
have inaugurated a system looking to the 
support of tie public library as an ad- 
junct to the common schools. To the 
thoughtful mind such a movement as that 
appeals with great force, especially to 
those who know anything about the work- 
ings of the library as an educational insti- 


. tution. 


There is a vast difference petween merely 
learning a thing by rote from the questions 
and answers laid down in the textbooks, 
and in going to a library and searching 
for the desired information for some defin- 
ite purpose. In the first instance, there jis 
no motive attached to thw acquisition of 
the knowledge gained ang nothing to fix it 
in the mind of the learner. In the latter 
case the student has some fixity of pur- 
pose in seeking the information, and when 
it is ang it remains in the memory for 
life. * a ; 
| THE piri ee tN — NoRTH. 
New York state was the pioneer in the 
movement of establishing free ‘libraries. 
There the state has a fund set apart for 
the benefit of the-rural district schools, and 
in the cities and towns the municipalities 
support ‘the public libraries at a dead loss 
simolv. for the. menage that accrues to ‘the 

public schools. ' 5 

All ‘the teachers are practically assist- 
ant librarians, and there are small deliv- 
ery wagons that run between the schools 
and the libraries so that when a list of 
books ts needed the teachers have only 
to send a requisition to the libraries for 
auch a ‘book or number of books as are 
needed and they are delivered at once 
and returned when the puptts are through 
with them. 

Miss Annie M. Wallace, the . 
librarian at the Youne Men's Tibrary, told 
me that when she visited Detroit last year 
she found the library well equipned with 
books and furniture, all furnished at the 
public expense and supported out of the 
public funds. 

But best of all there was a department 
set Apart for the exclusive use of the chil- 
dren, a sort of kindergarten Fbrary, with 
shelves of books suited to the requirements 
of the juvenile mind, small chairs, tables 
and scratch pads. all complete. where they 
could go to the shelves and find the vol- 
umes that they needed, make their notes 
and help themselves to all the information 
required. 

GEORGIA IS ALSO A PIONEER. 

As the Empire State of the North was a 
pioneer in the library movement, so has 
Georgia. the Empire State of the South, 
become a’ pioneer in the same worthy 
cause. A bill was introduced by Hon. 
Clarence Knowles, during the last session 
of our legislature, providing for the ap- 
poitntment of a library commission by the 
governor, and it passed the house and will 
become a law next session. 

There was no appropriation attached to 
the bill. but it was simply an entering 
wedge to the accomplishment of the noble 
designs of the advocates of popular educa- 
tion through the agency of the public li- 
brary: The time is not far distant when 
the Young Men's Library will become a 
Public institution. People who have ob- 
served its good work are fecognizing the 
vast benefits that have resulted from the

the moon’s misbehavior had appeared to 
threaten, 

This highly satisfactory conclusion was 
an orthodox belief of celestial mechanics 
until 1863, 


‘ges were a pastime, reviewed Laplace’s cal- 
culation, and discovered an error, which, 
when corrected, left about half the moon’s 
acceleration unaccounted for. This was a 
momentous discrepancy, which at first no 
one could explain. But presently Profes- 
sor Helmholtz, the great German physic- 
ist, suggested that a key might be found 
in tidal friction, which, acting as a perpet- 
ual brake on the earth’s rotation, and af- 
| fecting not merely the waters but the en- 
tire substance of our planet, must in the 
‘Jong sweep of time have changed its rate 
"of rotation. Thus the seeming accelera- 
tion of the moon might be accounted for as 
actual retardation of the earth's rotation— 
a lengthenigg of the day, instead of a 
shortening of the month. 

Again the earth was shown to be at 
fault, but this time the moon could not 
be exonerated, while the estimate! sta- 
bility of our system, instead of being re- 
éstablished, was quite upset. For the tidal 
retardation is not an oscillatory change

which will presently correct itself, like 
the orbital wobble, but a perpetual change, 
acting always in one direction. Unless ful- 
ly counteracted by some opposing reaction, 
therefore, (as it seems not to be), the ef- 


fect must be cumulative, the ultimate con- 


sequences disastrous. The exact character 
of these consequences was first estimated 
by Professor G. H. Darwin, in 1879. He 
showed that tidal friction in retarding the 
earth must also push the moon out from 
the parent planet on a spiral orbit. Plainly, 


then, the moon must formerly have deen 


nearer the earth than at present. At some 
very remote period it must have actually 
touched the earth; must, in other words, 
have been thrown off from the then plastic 
mass of the earth, as a polyp buds out from 
its parent polyp. At that time the earth 
was spinning about in a day of from two 
to four hour N

twenty-four hours, and the moon has been 
thrust out to a distance of a quarter million

I believe 
there is not a sinner in this audience that 
has not at some time already settled these 
questions.. . 

HOW LONG TO CONSIDER? 

„„How much time do you want? There 
is nothing to consider. God. settles it. It 
is better to be good than bad. 

“Put up two blackboards, one white and 
one black. and I ask you which is which, 
and you say you want time to consider. 
You need not wait for better terms. God's 
terms never change. God’s terms are the 
same to rich and poor, black and white. 

‘“Throw down your. sin, that’s the terms. 
Tou say you are waiting for the time 
when you can get drunk and lie when ever 
you want to. I am so glad that God won't 
take a man up when he drinks. I am 
glad He said I had to stop all of my mean- 
ness. But you needn't mind about the 
churches in Atlanta, they’ll take in any- 
body, and keep them—drunkards, lars, 
anyhow. :

President MeKinley Advises Them of 
Their Prémotion and They Will 
Now Hold the Title of Sec- 
ond Lieutenant. 


Corvorals Steele and Goss, now stationed 
at Fert McPhersnn. have received notifica- 
tlon that President McKinley has pro- 
moted them to the rank of second lleu- 
tenant, 5 

The sleeve chevrons will be exchanged 
for the sHoulder straps. The gun will be 
exchanged for the sword, and from receiv- 
ing orders these two young men will give 
them. 

It is very seldom that lieutenants are 
taken from the ranks of tne standing army, 
and the appointment of these two young 
men is a big surprise. The officers of the 
United States army are as 4 general thing 
taken from the list of rannten from 
West Point. 


Corporals Steele and Goss had energy. 


and because they could not get an appoint- 


ment to West Point they did not give up 
hope of one day wearing a sword. They 


studied the military manuel and paid strict 


attention to their duty. 
It was over a year ago that these two 
young corporals went to Leavenworth, 


‘Kas, and stood the required examination 


for promotion. They received the appoint- 
ment from President Cleveland, but the 
senate failed to ratify the ex-president’s 
action, and in order to ever receive the 
appointment President McKinley would 


have to reappoint them. This he has done, 


and today the senate will ratify his aec- 
tion. 

Neither Steele nor Goss had any 094 of 
their promotion since the senate refused to 
sustain President Cleveland's action... When 
they received notification yesterday that 
they were second lieutenants it was a 
surprise to them. 

Both Lieutenant Steele and Lieutenant 
Goss will be stationed, at Detroit, Mich., 
with the Nineteenth tnfantry, United States 
army. 

Neither of the young officers has been 


in the service ever three years. Steele en- 


listed in Chicago with the Fifth infantry, 
and the following year he was transferred 
to Fort McPherson. He has been in Un- 
cle Sam's service since September, 1893. 
Goss has had considerable mflitary ca- 
reer. He was in the naval academy at An- 
napolis and went through the entire course 
with the exception of a few months 
of his last year. He entered the army at 
New Orleans over two years ago and has 


been one of the soberest and most industri- } 


ous of the soldiers.

It 


has been perfectly delightful down there, 
only two showers during my stay, and

“The truck patches and gardens are per- 
fectly lovely now. They have nearly fin- 
ished shipping the strawberry crop. They 
told me there that all the strawberries 
which they could get into New York in 
February bring $1:25 a quart and all the 
expense of shipping, ice, freigTit and all, 
only comes to 12% cents a quart. Thou- 
sands of boxes have been shipped during 
the present season. 

“We went out on a trip to the Manatee 
country. Going up the Manatee river some 
miles we left the boat and drove across a 
peninsula about three miles in width. It 
was the prettiest country and the richest 
looking that I ever laid my eyes upon. A 
rich black soil two or three feet deep, with 
flowing wells at frequent intervals so 
that the crops are easily irrigated, and 
everything flourishing like summer time. 

“It is worth a trip there to see the cel- 
ery farms. Tmy ship celery to New 
York, getting 85 a crate for it, and they 


make 475 crates to the acre, clearing, after 


all-expenses are paid, $2,000 an acre. Cab- 
bages. cauliflowers, tomatoes of the second 
planting and yarious other early vegeta- 
bles were growing in the most beautiful 
luxuriance. You see, the wells are only 
fifty or sixty feet deep and cost but little 


to bore them, and any farmer of any con- . 


sequence can have’a flowing well. 

„But the great wealth of the country is 
in growing Cuban tobacco. They are all 
satisfied now that they can grow as good 
tobacco there as on the island of Cuba. 
They are already planting ~heavily and 
there are seven or eight thousand Cubans 
engaged in the tobacco and cigar manufac- 
turing business in Tampa and Ybor City, 
a manufacturing suburb.

SOME NOVEL SANDWICHES.

Be Found Nice’ for Light Lunches. 


Swiss Sandwicties—Mix equal parts of 
grated Swiss cheese and chopped English 
walnut meats. Season slightly with salt 
and pepper; spread between thin slices of 
evenly buttered bread; cut into any shape. 

Sardine Sandwiches—Take the contents of 
a half-pound box of sardines, remove bones 
and skins and chop them fine; add two 
hard-boiled eggs, chopped, and seasoned 
with one-half teaspoonful of French mus- 
tard and onethalf teaspoonful of grated 
horseradish. Mix this well and spread be- 
tween thin slices of buttered bread or cold 
biscuit. 

Cottage Cheese Sandwiches—Chop and 
mince some sprigs of tender watercress; 
mix with cottage cheese; season with salt 
and pepper; spread on buttered bread; 
cover as usual and cut into two-inch strips. 

Cheese Sandwiches—Chop eight olives; 
mix with highly seasoned cottage cheese

Olive Sandwiches—Ten large olives, two 
heaping teaspoonfuls each of mayonnaise 
and cracker dust. Pour — gg water over 
the olives; let them stand five minutes, 
then drain; cover with ice water.

Have the mayon- 
naise very stiff; chop and blend together

TOO MANY RECENT SUICIDES 


The Epidemic of Suicide Has Caused 
a Stir in Medical Circles and Some 
Action May Be Taken by the Au- 


fhaorities. 


The increased use of poisonous drugs as 
a means of suicide has been under dis- 
eussion by the leading physicians of At- 
-lanta, and the initlatory steps have been 
taken to compel the druggists to sell such 
drugs onlv as the law dictates. 

Dr. McRae was asked by The Evening 
Constitution reporter what would be done 
in the matter, and he replied that the At- 
lanta Medical Society would look into the 
law and see how the indiscriminate sale of 
poisonous drugs could be prohibited. 

“When I was in the drug business, said 
Dr. McRae, there was, what seems to 
me. to be a satisfactory rule governing the 
sale of poisons. If a person bought any 
drug of that nature, his name was enrolled 
on a book. his residence address and the 
name of thé drug. If it happened to be 
morphine, opium, laudanum, or any drug 
habitually used by the purchaser, along 
with the name on the book was written 
‘habit.’ In this way_a fine record of the 
sale of poisonous 4 was kept. If a man 
really intends committing suicide, though, 
he will find some means of doing so, but 
many impetuous pe s are restrained by 
the restriction, for t “Nave more time 
to think over the matter, and time often 
changes one’s intention.” 5

LOCAL WOMEN IN 4 

It is an interesting fact that most of the 
organizations of men have an auxiliary 
composed of women, or a similar society 
in which the interests of women are devel- 
oped along the same lines as those of the 
men. It is significant of the desire of wo- 
men to enter thoroughly into the progres- 
sive interests of their brothers and hus- 
bands, and is good for both the men and 
the women. At least this has proved to be 
the case in the Order of Railway Conduc- 
tors and the woman's auxiliary connected 
therewith. 

A prominent conductor in speaking of it, 
said he was gratified that the women were 
wise enough to feel this interest in the 
interests of the men, and declared further- 
more chat the contact and influence of the 
women was refining and uplifting in this 
as in the other things of life. 
that women do which acgomplishes this is 
worthy of attention. And in giving this at- 
tention it develops that many interesting 
things may be written of the local woman’s 
auxiliary; which flourishes alongside. the 
Order of Railway Conductors, 

This auxillary was organized a little over 
three years ago and was the first one in 
the state of Georgia. There are fifty or 
sixty members and the society is well or- 
ganized, accomplishes a great deal of work, 
and the members get an unusual amount of 
pleasure out of it. It brings them in con- 
tact with prominent women all over the 
country, stimulating their mental activities. 
The trips to the annual conventions are 
broadening to experience, and are delight- 
fe, incidentals in the monotony of home 


THEIR WORK. 


“The auxiliary has its regular officers and 


conducts itself in a most businesslike way. 
(Meetings are held twice a month in the 
Knights of Pythias hall of the Kiser build- 
ing. Mrs. W. S. Gaar is the president; Mrs. 
G. W. Rose, vice president; Mrs. D. 8 Wal- 
raven, secretary and treasurer; Mrs. J. C. 


Cannon is senior sister, whose duty it is to 


act as chaplain; Mrs. J. W. Humphries ts 
junior sister; Mrs. W. C. Cole, guard; Mrs.

The ladies, as an organization, find a 
great deal of work to do in caring for fami- 
lies of men connected with the order, who 
are ill or need friendly services of any 
kind. After this work comes general 
charity work among the poor of the city. 
There are a great many social features of 
the work that are very pleasant. During 
last summer luncheons were given twice a 
month at the homes of various members 
where they met and did charity sewing or 
discussed plans for their work. And this 


winter several pleasant evening entertain- | 


ments have been given to raise money for 
various charitable enterprises. 

There are only two auxiliaries in the 
State and the other one is located at Au- 
gusta, Mrs. E. T. Miller being the efficient 
president. Other auxiliarfes are springing 
up in the south rapidly, two having been or- 
ganized. within the last month, one at New 
‘Orleans and one at Water Valley, Miss. 

The last convention was held in Atlanta 
two years ago, and it is inscribed in the 
historic annals of the national organization 
as an occasion to be remembered. The 
women's auxitaries always hold their con- 
ventions at the same time and place as do 
the men; and on this occasion the women 
here exerted themselves to entertain the 
visitors in quite a lavish manner. They ex- 
pended large sums in luncheons at the 
Kimball and drives over the city, ignoring 
expense generally, after the dignified man- 
ner of important organizations. On this 
occasion Mrs. Zack Martin was elected 
junior sister of the grand, or national di- 
vision, which is a very honorable and im- 
portant position. Mrs. Martin is the only 
southern woman holding office in the na- 
tional division. The next to hold this office 
will be a California woman, as it is cus- 
tomary to extend this courtesy to the state 
in which the convention is held. Mrs. J. H. 
Moore, president of the national division 
and the head of the united order, was in 
Atlanta during the convention and produced 
a fine impression. She and other women 
connected with the order are among the 
bright, interesting and intellectual women 
' of the country. 

INSURANCE DEPARTMENT.

ture. This has recently been organized by 
ene of the prominent natianal officers, and 
promises to be quite successful. It is mod- 
eled on the same plan as the insurance 
department of the men’s order. The dues 
are about 30 cents per month and the im- 
it of the policy is $200 at present. It may 
be increased as the success of the ven- 
ture warrants.

FOURTEEN MOONSHINERS UP 


About Half the Number Given Jail 
Sentences and the Othegs Were 
Released with a Warning. 


JAMES PARROTT’S LONG SENTENCE 


He Will Serve Ten Months—Moonshin- 
ing Win Be Broken Up in North 
Georgia—A Postmaster’s Bondsmen 
To Be Sued—Court Notes, 


This has been the biggest day of the 
present session of the United States court. 
The docket was full of moonshine cases, 
fourteen of which were tried. about half 
of the defendants being convicted. 

The officers made a big raid in Walker 
county several months ago and nearly all 
the cases today were docketed from that 
county. 

Walker county adjoins the Tennessee line 
and is one of the most notorious counties 
in the state for moonshining; it has been 
the effort of the officers to break the prac- 
tice up, and as a result of the crusade 
which they have waged over a score of 
cases were booked from that region at 
this tcrm of the court. 

The heaviest sentence which Judge New- 
man imposed this afternoon when court 
adjourned was upon James Farroft, an 
ignorant countryman. He was given ten 
months in the Fulton county nil and fined 
$100. This is the second time that he has 
been up, only having recently finished a 
sentence of three months on the same 
charge. 

F. M. Casteel and brother were in a 
pool with a number of other mountaineers; 
they operated a still successfully for over 
a year before the officers were able to lo- 
cate them, in that time they distilled 
several hundred gallons of whisky. Judge 
Newman gave them a sentence of three 
months each in the Fulton county zoll. 

Lewis Jones pleaded guilty to one charge 
and another case was noll prossed; he 
received three months in jail. 

Henry and Ed Stafford, two brothers, 
both stood trial and the juries ieturned 
a verdict of guilty. Henry was the prin- 
cipal in the case and received a three- 
months’ sentence, while Ed was let off 
with only one month. 

Albert Queen stood up to receive. his 
sentence and was sent to jail for one month. 

All ‘the other cases were dismissed or 
found not gullty. 

Anderson Tarver happened to be at a 
still near Dalton when the officers made 
the raid.

The Sad Story of a Woman's Blighted 
Career.

The romances of the London workhouses 
would form a thrilling and pathetic record, 
ani for sad vicissitudes ani ill luck few 
casts could surpass that of an inmate of 
one of these poorhouses who has recently 
passed away. A lady visiting the institution 
was struck by the evident refinement of 
an eldarly woman in the infirmary, who 
was a Norwegian by birth, but who spoke 
English and other languages fluently. She 
had all the beaux restes of a very lovely 
woman, which years of poverty and ill 
health could not destroy. She was very re- 
ticent as regarded her past, but was 80 
evidently a gentlewoman that the sympa- 
thetic visitor exerted herself to obtain ad- 
mission for the invalid into the home for 
the dying, in Wwhien she might pass her 
last days in peace and amid congenial sur- 
roundings. 

Before her death the stranger told her 
story, and a strange and romantic one it 
proved to be. At seventeen she was inform- 
ed by her parents that she was to be mar- 
ried, and although she had no voice in the 
matter, nothing could have been more sat- 
isfactory. Her husband was handsome, cul- 
tured and devoted. They lived in a charm- 
ing country house, surrounded by every 
luxury, and four children were born to the 
couple. The only drawbacks to the perfect 
happiness of the young wife were the long 
and frequent absences of her husband, 
which he attributed to business, but would 
explain no further. 

At last there came a day when the man 
returned no more from his accustomed 
journey, but sent his lawyer instead, from 
whom the bewildered and heartbroken wo- 
man learnt that her supposed husband was 
the king of — and that, owing to pressing 
reasons, the Maison should terminate. An 
adequate sum was settled on her and the 
children, and, wishing to break entirely 
with the past, she came to live in London.
